THE REPUBLICAN PARTY 
AND THE NEGRO. 


The Republican press of the 
country is beginning to show the 
fact that their party has found a ver- 
itable “elephant” in the negro,with 
which they are sadly at a loss how 
to deal.

The Times very plainly 
intimates that the continued exis- 
tence of the Republican party, and 
the good of the negro as well, de- 
mand that he should cease to act 
with a single political organization 
and divide his strength between the 
two great parties of the country. 

Speaking of civil rights and of 
the efiect produced by the measure 
upon the late election, the Chicago 
Tribune, which has lately returned 
to full fellowship in the Republican 
ranks, says: 

“The Republican party should 
take heed of it. There is enough for 
it to do in a political way without 
trenching upon the dangerous ground 
of socialism. It will be time enough 
to pass more laws for the protec- 
tion of the colored man when it 
shall become evident that his politi- 
cal rights as a citizen are in jeopardy. 
Till then let us leave the question of 


his social standing to be worked out 
by bis own good behavior and mate- 
ria 


progress. 
The Tribune is also of the opin- 


ion that a division of the colored 
forces, in the political contests of 
the country, is advisable. 

The recommendations of the 
Times and Tribune are gratuitous. 
The Democratic party has demon- 
strated its power to control the 
political destinies of the nation.

ARE ANSAS. 

The opposition of the Arkansas 
Republicans to the Ganlaxbp govern-

By the old instru- 
ment but one method of amend- 
ment was provided for, to-wit: 
by the adoption of the amend- 
ments by two successive legislatures 
and their subsequent ratification by 
the people at the polls. The new 
constitution of the State, under 
which Gov. Garvanp and his asso- 
ciates make claim to the offices of 
the State, was not, however, so 
adopted. It was the work of a 
a convention of the people of 
the State, which convention as- 
sembled under an act of the 
lawful General Assembly of the

press provision in the constitution 
for the assembling of such a body; 
and for that reason, Suirn, the ab- 
sconding claunant for the Governor- 
ship, and his faithful ally, Judge 
McCivrz, popularly known as 
“Poker Jack,” oppose the Garraxn

Conventions, has written a letter 
upon the subject, in which he 


ment is the lawful government of 
the State. His position is, that the 
specification of one method of 
amendment does not exclude 
amendment by another mode. In 


to call a convention of the people of 
the State, when the constitution 
provides for amendment by the 
legislative method only, is inherent 
in the General Assembly ; and that 
the act of the Arkansas Legislature, 
ordering the assembling of a con- 
vention for constitutional revision, 
was legal in every sense ; and in 
consequence that the government 
established by that convention, or 
by virtue of any of its ordinances, is 
the lawful government and deserves 
recognition. 

Twenty-six instances of revision 
by the means adopted by the peo 
ple of Arkansas ate cited, to which 
may be added the case of the late 
convention of the people of the 
State of Pennsylvania. The con- 
stitution of that State had no pro- 
vision for the calling of a conven- 
tion, and yet the Legislature did 
call one, whieh assembled, and did its 
work, which is everywhere recog- 
nized as lawfal and binding. This 
was the case in North Carolina, also, 
previous to the assembling of the 
Convention of 1835. 

If Judge Jamesox’s reasoning be 
sound, Gov. Gartaxp was lawfully 
elected, and the efforts of Surrn 
and McCuvre are likely to prove 
fruitless. We should be glad to 
see the State relieved from her diffi- 
culties. She has been sadly torn 
by dissensions, and must have suf- 
fered grievously in a material way. 


CANTWELL THE COSTLY! 
The entire session of the Senate 
on Tuesday was oceupied by the 
Senator from New Hanover in the 
discussion of the civil rights resolu- 
tion, introduced by him, as a sub- 
stitute, for certain resolutions re- 
cently adopted by the House of Rep- 
resentatives. The cost of the dis- 
cussion was somewhat if excess of 
one thousand dollars. It was money 
most uselessly wasted, and for the 
waste the Republican minority in 
the Genera! Assembly is respon- 
sible. 

There was no purpose upon the 
part of the Democratic members to 
legislate upon the subject. They 
desired to save the people of the 
State the expense incident to the 
discussion that would inevitably fol- 
low the introduetion of the subject. 

The original resolution was in- 
troduced into the House by Mr. 
Trivett, of Ashe, a Republican. 
For this a substitute, declaring that 
the people of the State and nation 
had set the seal of their condemna- 
tion upon the measure in Novem- 
ber, and expressing gratitade and 
gratification at that result, was of- 
fered by Mr. Meams. After two 
days of debate the substitute was 
adopted and sent to the Senate for 
concurrence. When read ia the 
Senate, a substitate, 
with specified exeeptioas, thé civil 
rights bill and asking its passage by 
Congress, was offered by Mr. Caxr- 
WELL, the Senator from New Hano- 
ver, and afterwards upon mo- 
tion the whole matter was 
postponed until Tuesday, at 11 
o'clock, and made the special or- 
der for that hour. According co 
the order it came up for considera- 
tion Tuesday. Mr. Canrwert took 
the floor in advocacy of his amend- 
ment, and oceupied it until the 
arrival of the hour for adjournment. 
The Conservative Senators, having 
previously agreed upon an afternoon 
session to prevent the prolongation 
of the debate into the session of. 
yesterday, moved for a recess until 
3p. m., which motion prevailed 
At 3 o'clock, the Senator from New 
Hanover resumed his argument, if 
we must dignify with that title some 
of the drearist platitudes and ver- 
iest twaddle which ever afflicted the 
ears of mortal man, and only closed 
with the coming of nightfall. He 
was briefly answered by Senators 
Sranrorp and Lixxxr. At the con- 
clusion of the remarks of the latter, 
a vote was had, when the substitute 
was rejected and the House resolu- 
tion passed without amendment. 

We have given this piece of leg- 
islatiue history, that the people of 
North Carolina may see who it is 
that is obstructing legislation at 
their cost. There was not the 
slightest necessity for the consider- 
eration of a eivil rights resolation 
by the Legislature. If the domi-
